Burns says that be had met with 
a tradition universally over Scotland, and particularly 
about Stirling, that this air was Hubert the Bruce's 
Mardl at the battle of Bannockburn, which WHS 
fought In 1314. Ititson disputes this traditional 
account, and quotes Froissart, to prove that the Sects 
had no mui tiul music at that period, because the old 
historian states “ that thoj would make such a noise* 
blowing upon a little born, of which Instrument it 
secLLis every man bore one, as if all the devila in hell 
hud been amongst tfiein."
